The dust that had reigned since the 


opening of camp was effectually set- 
tled by the storm of Tuesday evening 
and the cleared atmosphere was a 
welcome relief for the Guards.

are four thereby append the cathartic 
habit for the rest of your life. If you 
want to keep your appendix active and 
healthy you must not dope it, must 
not deprive it of the power to do its 
work.

(In the Eng- 
lish edition all reference to Dr. Grant 
and the Journal of Science was wisely 
omitted.)
